As for applicant's arguments under 35 USC 112, the applicant was notified by telephone that the rejection as to claim 112 was a typo and 
that the rejection actually applied to claim 122. 

The applicant's request for reconsideration is not persuasive. The applicant essentially argues that applicant's invention specifically 
recites that the access card does not have access information pre-stored therein. As for claims 70-1 13, the invention is directed to a 
system. While features of an apparatus of system may be recited either structurally or functionally, claims directed to an apparatus must 
be distinguished form the prior art in terms of structure rather than function. Klein discloses a supply of access cards including a 
memory. Furthermore, col. 6, Iines35-41 discloses that the maximum hire period may be stored on the vehicle chip card. Therefore, 
Klein discloses the applicant's novel system of coding information after self registration. Furthermore, Klein discloses granting access 
regarding a premises, as set forth in the rejction (col. 5, lines 34-37). 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees with the applicant as to the non-functional descriptive data and directs the applicant to the 
discussion with the rejection. 
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
